fected but in the leaſt Degree or Proportion, 
and at a great Diſtance from the Fountain- 
head, the Brain ; conſequently the major Part 
will remain ſtrong and vigorous to make their 
Efforts pat the Poiſon, and are able ro 
expand themſelves ſo as to actuate the Blood 
ro ſeparate the venomous Particles from it 
fot the Ferment of this Contagion is not ſpi- 
ritual and ſubtil as the Air, but humoral; and 
hence the Symptoms attending it are all light 
and caſy, nothing like to the Inſults and 
Convulſions that attend it, when the whole 
Syſtem of the Nerves or Spirits are tainted 
by the common Way of Infection; for in In- 
cifion, the Blood only fefments ſo much and 
no more, as may cauſe” a Separation of, the 
pure from the impure, and as is enough to e- 
liminate the Poifon by . Defpumation ; and 
the many Teftjmonjes of its good Succeſs 
from Turkey, from Boſton in & ew Enpland, 
and lately from many Parts at Home, is e- 


nough to prove the Innocency and Safety 
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From what hath been before ſaid, it will 
plainly appear why ſo many Children die in 
the Flux Pox, and how difficult ir is for a- 
ny to eſcape, viz. becauſe the Poiſon not 
; WEED WH being 
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being wholly eliminated by the kingly Way, 
the Skin, and theſe not being. capable of 
helping it off by Spitting, the Method that 
Nature takes as a Succedaneum to the other, 
the Spirits are ſo infected, and ſuch a Fever 
produc'd, according to the Nature of which 
they die preſently, or ſometimes live to the 
ninth, tenth or eleventh Day; and not be- 
ing capable of taking Things to promote ar- 
tificjal Evacuatipns, a novel Notion, perhaps 
to moſt Practitioners, they then commonly 
die. And if this be too true to be deny d, 
that Death is unavoidable almoſt to Infants 
by che common Way of lafeckien; I chink, 
with Submiſſion, to better Judgments, no 
greater nor better Argument can be made uſe 
of, to perſwade People to have their Chil- 
dren and Relations inoculated, whereby they 
may have them all preſerv'd : For I am bold 
to ſay, not one can fail this Way, unleſs 
they are before under ſome imperceptible 
Diſeaſe, or have been infected with the 
worſt ſort, which in Time would have 
kill chem; and if fo, is it got better o 
try this doubtful Remedy (T call it ſo on- 
ly in ſuch Circumſtances). rather than 
none, or rather than let them pine away, 
notwithſtanding all other Means that can 
be uſed. And ſuppoſing it to be the Lot of 
a Parent to, loſe his Child, Gg. why ſhould 
not ſuch ſatisfy themſelves in this, as hav- 
ing made uſe of the beſt Method that Di- 
7 itt... me” 
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vine Providence, whoſe. Footſteps are always 
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jo be oke ve, hath beſtowed, on diere 


or their Preſervation; and when, on the 


contrary, the. Neglect of it, after once made 


known, cannot but be an aggravated Crime? 


And if I may be here admitted to allude to 
ſacred Things, who is there that will ven- 
ture their Souls under the Moſaical Diſpen- 
ſation, full of troubleſome Rites and .Cexe- 
monies, when the Goſpel teaches us an eafigr: 
and better Way of Salvation, by the. Sutfer- 
ings of God-man, or Faith in a crucify d je- 
ſus; ſo who are there ſhould ſatisfy them- 
ſelyes to wait till God brings the Infection 
the common Way, now he hath by his 
beneficent Goodneſs given the Knowledge-of 
a more compendious, eaſy and almoſt infal- 
lible Preſervative? For my part, I profeſſedly 
think, to neglect it is to deſpiſe the Kindneſs, 
and be guilty of a Sin againſt the merciful 
Bounty of Heaven, and to lay a Foundation 
for unconſolable Reflection, on the Loſs of 
any Relation by the common Way of Infee- 
tion-afterwants.. . m ac. 

I ſhall conclude all with a Paragraph out 
of an- ingenious Writer on this Subject,
